Aleatraz Revolt 
Is Broken 


100 Prisoners In Solitary 
Cells Following Attack 
On Warden Johnston 


SA FRANCISCO, (WP--One hundred 
kidnapers, murderers, gang leaders and 
other federal prisoners who have giv- 
en Alcatraz Island penitentiary a fear- 
ful reputation were locked in solitary 
confinement today as punishment for 
a planned revolt against*prison disci- 
pline and the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Prison officials denied they had is- 
sued a “no work, no eat” edict in an 
attempt to force the strikers to return 
to their various prison jobs. They said, 
however, the strikers had all been plac- 
ed in solitary confinement as punish- 
ment and to prevent any possible out- 


break such as occurred yesterday when | 


Warden James A. Johnston was sSlug- 
ged by an infuriated convict. 

The attack occurred as the climax to 
the prison revolt which began early 


this week in protest against the strict ! 


discipline maintained at “the rock.” 
The attacker was Burton Phillips, 
Wichita, Kan., life termer who leaped 
from an inspection line and felled 
Johnston with his fists. Although se- 
verely beaten, the warden was report- 
ed in “much improved” condition to- 
day.

FARM BUREAU 
MAPS WORK 


Year’s Objectives Are Set 
At Conference Held 
On Friday Evening 


Representatives of various county 
farm centers met at the office of the 


| Farm Advisor on Friday evening in 


response to a call made by James A. 
Irving, county president, for a con- 


' ference on the aims of the organization 


in the county during the ensuing year. 

Mr. Irving presided at the meeting. 

All phases of farm center activity 
were discussed in the light of the pro- 
gram as carried out during the sev- 
eral years past and the general pro- 
gram as thus established was endorsed 
and several suggestions for broaden- 
ing the activities of the unit were 
made. 

In the adult division provision was 
made for discussions on general sub- 
jects of interest and particularly the 
slaughter law, the proposed unicameral 
legislature, and developments relative 
to labor relations. 


The conference also suggested the 
names of several men prominent in the 
county life who might be expected to 
accept invitations to speak before var- 
ious centers on topics of interest. 

Provision was made for an active 
Farm Home department and for the 
4-H club members to conduct at least 
one farm center meeting during the 
year. 

Various sources of entertainment for 
center meetings were mentioned and 
under the head of business it was urg- 
ed that the centers should develop 
community projects and the discus- 
sion of farm problems of current in- 
terest. 

In the consideration of the program 
of the County Farm Bureau as a unit, 
a discussion &:. county roads, the 
slaughter law, the deer law and water 
development is suggested. 

Recreation will include the county- 
wide picnic, a masquerade dance and 
party and the annual camp-fire pro- 
gram. 

In the matter of publicity, it was 
urged that each center should send in 
notes to the Farm Advisor’s office. 

The conference recommended that a 
county farm home department be or- 
ganized for an active year. 

These were the features of the sug- 
gestions for broadening the program 
as carried on for the past several years.

tastic dreams of doctors since Hippo- 
crates 2,000 years ago has been to 
find a chemical that will eliminate di- 
sease. Give a sick man an injection 
containing this drug and he will be 
well again; it seems the ultimate goal 
of all medicine. 

Of course no one had obtained such 
a drug but work being done during the 
past two years offers some hope that 
certain diseases eventually will be 


| tamed by the use of chemicals. Even- 


tuaily it may be possible for physicians 
to erect “chemical blockades” against 


, infections.

Mrs. A. P. H. of Ohio, describes 
the problems of herself and her 
sister. Both suffer from similar 
conditions. I do not know that 
they live together but from her 
letter I presume they do. They 
are vast middle life; normally 
he: !thy individuals till four or five 
yerrs ago. 

ltrs. H. describes herself as sub- 
ject to nerves, considerable stom- 
ach misery and much distress from 
gas. Added to this, they now suffer 
from pressure and pain which ex- 
tend up into the chest, over to the 
right arm, neck, head, and some- 
times over the left shoulder. It is 
much worse after eating. particu- 
larly following some indiscretion 
in diet, especially regarding meat, 
potatoes, and starches at a heavy 
evening meal. 

They have consulted good phy- 
sicians, who assure them that their 
blood pressure is normal and that 
they have no heart disease. One

Mrs. H. states th-t her distress 
begins with fullness and pressure 
*n the stomach which spreads up- 
ward. Her doctor says that her 
trouble is all from the stomach 
but she states that a nitro- 
glycerine tablet relieves her pain. 

In former years. it was said to 
be due to nevralgia of the heart 
itself. Personally. I have felt that 
many cases are due to a nervcus 
spasm of the muscular wall of the 
coronary arteries. Some day we 
may be able by X-ray to settle 
this question definitely. 

The most frequent cause of 
stomach distress with the forma- 
tion of gas is some irritaticn at 
the lower end of the stomach 
which causes a spasm of the open- 
ing and temporary obstruction. 
This may be due to exress acid 
irritation from gall stones or to 
gall bladder inflammation. 

Angina isa spasm of the arteria! 
walls. Nitro-glycerine relaxes the 
spasm of involuntary muscles suck 
as those of the stomach and the 
arteries and this remedv could re- 
lieve distress due to contraction oj 
the stomach opening. 

It is likely that Mrs. H. has at- 
tacks of angina but I beli-ve they 
are due to irritation in the rezior 
of the stomach and gall bladder 
Her pain is usually referred to the 
right shoulder. Gall bladder pain 
extends to the right side, angina 
is more frequently felt on the left 
side of the chest and the left arm. 

It would pay these ladies to have 
X-ray examinations of gall bladder 
and stomach. The evidence offered 
indicates that the source of trouble 
is there. A liberal diet can be al- 
lowed, restricting fats, starches 
and sugars, and using plenty of 
vegetables and fruits. Some alkali, 
baking soda calcium. or sodium 
carbonate should be added to re- 
strict the formation of gas and 
-hdominal distention.

Far away in the Pacific is a tiny 
tinp tropical island where more than 
1100 Americans are living, yet it was 
rarely mentioned before clipper air- 
ships made a base there on their 
flights to the Far East. This dot in the 
Pacific, called Guam, lies about 1,500 
miles east of the Philippines, re- 
mote from the routes usually traveled 
by tourists. according to a release by 
Postmaster Joseph Scherrer. 

Guam is about 30 miles long, from 
8 to 4 miles wide, and has been owned 
by Uncle Sam since the Spanish-Am- 
erican War. Thousands of U. S. Ma- 
rines have served there for varying 
periods, living amid surroundings typ- 
ical of tropical islands in the far- 
flung Pacific. 

Although unfortified, Guam’s chief 
value to our government is as a naval 
base, and nearly all of its white inhab- 
itants are attached to the naval serv- 
ice. Its population, including the nav- 
al establishment, is upward of 20,000, 
and has increased rapidly under Amer- 
ican rule. 

Marines who look forward to a Ro- 
binson Crusoe existence on the island | 
are surprised when they learn that | 
Guam is quite up-to-date with com- 
pulsory education, a hospital, radio 
and cable stations, and many of the, 
comforts and conveniences of the' 
mainland.
